national postal service, air mail serv- 
ice and the office of the special assist- 
ant to the Attorney General. 

A portion of the sixth floor is to 
be used for filing while on the seventh 
floor space will be utilized for such 
purposes as may be deemed necessary. 
On the eighth floor or attic the space 
will be given over to the mechanical 
equipment of the building, such as 
elevator machinery, dehumidifying 
rooms, cooling tower rooms, drinking 
water machine room and storerooms. 

The finish throughout the building 
will be kept simple, the only excep- 
tion being the monumental rooms on 
the third floor, the library and the 
postal station on the first floor. 

There will be sixteen passenger and 
three freight elevators installed in 
the new building. The passenger ele-

vators will be of the most up-to-date 
type, micro drive, and with leveling 
devices. 

The postal station on the first floor 
on the Pennsylvania Avenue side will 
be one of the branch stations of 
Washington. The public space will 
have marble walls and floor. The 
screen, with its wickets, separating 
the public and work space, will be of 
such design and trim as to harmonize 
with the finish of the lobby. 

The building will be heated by 
steam brought from a central heating 
plant. It will be air conditioned 
throughout, so that an even tempera- 
ture may be maintained in winter and 
summer. A drinking water system 
will be part of the equipment, with 
fountains at convenient points. 

Congress appropriated $10,300,000 
for the new Postoffice Department 
building. It is expected, however, that 
when completed, the total cost will be 
somewhat below this figure. Work on 
the foundation has been completed 
and the contractor is preparing to 
erect the superstructure. 

According to the most reliable es- 








timates at this time, the new build- 
ing will be completed and ready for 
occupancy sometime in the spring of 
1934. 

There will be space in the building 
to accommodate approximately 3,000 
officials and employees. 

The present Postoffice Department 
building, located at Eleventh Street 
and Pennsylvania Avenue, was occu- 
pied in 1899. 

At that time the postal receipts for 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1899, 
amounted to but $95,021,384. For the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1931, the 
total receipts were $656,463,383. 
These figures show an average yearly 
increase of approximately 18% per 
cent, or an increase over the 32 year 
period of 591 per cent. 

The issue of ordinary postage 
stamps in 1899 amounted to 3,692,- 
775,815. By 1931 the number had in-

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creased to 15,733,372,997. During this 
period the number of stamped enve- 
lopes and wrappers increased from 
628,456,000 to 2,847,439,346, and postal 
cards from 573,643,150 to 1,531,245,- 
650. The number of domestic money 
orders issued for the fiscal year 1931 
was 189,873,641, having a value of 
$1,559,549,224. 

Subsequent to the occupancy of the 
present Postoffice Department build- 
ing many activities have been added 
to the service. In 1911 the Postal Sav- 
ings system was established. On 
June 30, 1931, this service had $347,- 
417,870 to the credit of 770,859 depos- 
itors. On December 31, 1931, the 
amount had increased to $595,663,821 
and the depositors numbered 1,176,- 
903. The Parcel Post system, inaug- 
urated in 1918, has grown to huge 
proportions. 

On May 15, 1918, the air mail serv- 
ice was inaugurated. At the present 
time mail planes fly approximately 
90,000 miles a day. Air mail routes 
dot the continental United States and 
extend into Cuba, Canada, Puerto 
Rico, the Virgin Islands, Mexico, Cen- 
tral and South America.

Mr. George Rogers Clark?

and the British encouraged them in 
every way. I finally went to Patrick 
Henry, then Governor of Virginia, and 
got his authority to raise a force o 
350 men and chase the Indians out 
of Kentucky. 

That was in 1779 and the demand 
for men for the army was so great I 
could only enlist the services of 175 
men. We trained for a month near 
Louisville, and then set out on our 
task. We did it pretty well, and I 
was in the lowlands of Illinois when 
we heard that the British Governor 
at Detroit, had come down with a 
large force and recaptured Ft. Sack- 
ville, at Vincennes. We determined 
to recapture it. 

On February 5 we set out—only 130 
of us—and marched for 18 days 
through snow and ice for Vincennes, 
often wading nearly to our waists in 
water and pushing the ice out of our 
path, and often hungry, but we ar- 
— safely at Vincennes on February 
24th. 

We hid back of a ridge opposite the 
fort. We sent messengers to the peo- 
ple of the town, telling them to either 
go into the fort and fight, or remain 
in their houses and they would not 
be molested. They wisely decided to 
stay at home, and no word was car- 
ried to the fort as to our numbers. 

You have read of the Americans in 
those early days putting logs on can- 
non wheels to make the British think 
they were well armed? We did a 
similar thing. We put flags on long 
poles, so the tops would show over 
the ridge, and the men marched and 
counter marched with the flags wav- 
ing, so as to give the appearance of 
a large force. 

Then I sent word to Gov. Hamilton 
to surrender. He asked for three 
days to consider. I ordered him to 


surrender or fight, and the next morn- 
ing he and his force marched out and 
gave themselves up. You can imagine 
his chagrin when he realized the size 
of the force to which he had surren- 
dered without striking a blow!

INTERNATIONAL ODD POST- 
MARK SOCIETY NOTES 





Postoffice Day, July 26, brought a 
number of beautiful cachets to my 
desk, but the one that deserves espe- 
cial mention is that from Morgan- 
ton, N. C., not especially for its ca- 
chet, though one of the neatest I have 
seen, recently described in detail in 
Linn’s, but for its red machine cancel. 
A machine cancel with colored ink is 
quite unusual. Lack of space forbids 
my describing all cachets received. 

Mr. Montgomery Mulford, one of 
America’s foremost “sloganeers,” in- 
forms us that the National Canadian 
Exposition at Toronto has _ brought 
forth a new slogan from our northern 
neighbor. The first airmail flight, 
Ottawa to Bradore Bay (Belle Isle), 
also brought forth a new slogan. Mr. 
Mulford describes this as “an oblong 
frame, divided in half lengthwise, 
with inscription: ‘First Airmail, Ot- 
tawa to Belle Isle’ and ‘One-third of 
Land Route to Europe.’” Mr. Mul- 
ford classes such cancels as_ those 
from the U. S. S. Brooks, mentioned 
later in this article, as slogans. 

Mr. J. K. Matsuo of Seattle recent- 
ly sent a lot of Japanese seapost can- 
cels for my inspection. These are 
round cancels, approximately two

inches in diameter, and are works of 
art. The writer recently received a 
cover from one of these, the “Chi- 
chibu-Maru,” with an altogether dif- 
ferent cancel. This is possibly due 
to the fact that I used U. S. stamps, 
while Mr. Matsuo used Japanese 
stamps. 

The Olympic Games at Los Angeles 
brought forth a number of interest- 
ing cancels and cachets from the U.S. 
Fleet. Have seen the following: July 
30, U. S. S. Pennsylvania, “FIRST 
DAY—OLYMPIC GAMES,” black 
ink, also with printed “keystone” ca- 
chet in two colors; U. S. S. Neches, 
“OLYMPIC—-GAMES,” purple can- 
cel; U. S. S. Texas, “LOS ANGELES 
—HARBOR,” black cancel, with 
printed cachet; U. S. S. Relief, “HOS- 
PITAL SHIP—U. S. NAVY,” purple 
ink, with printed cachet. August 6, 
U. S. S. Brooks, “8TH DAY—OLYM- 
PICS,” blue ink. August 8, “TENTH 
DAY—OLYMPIC GAMES,” blue ink. 

U. S. S. Pennsylvania and U. S. S. 
Dolphin both used the words “POST- 
OFFICE—DAY,” in location spaces 
July 26. Both used black ink. 

The U. S. S. Brooks has recently 
used the following cancels: July 25 
and August 9, “SAN DIEGO—HAR- 
BOR, CALIF.”; July 6, “BIRTH OF 
J. P—JONES, 1747’; July 18, 
“DEATH OF J. P.—JONES, 1792”; 
August 7, “FRIENDSHIP—DAY”; 
August 15, “PANAMA CANAL— 
OPENED, 1914”; August 13, “FALL 
OF—MANILA, 1898.” This cover also 
bears cachet, either in blue or red, 
reading, “American Flag  First— 
Raised Over Walls of—Manila 34 
Years—ago Today.” All in blue ink. 

On July 4, U. S. S. Rochester used 
a green cancel with “SHANGHAI— 
CHINA” in location spaces. On July 
20, U. S. Submarine Argonaut used 
a black cancel with “U. 8S. SUB BASE 
—HONOLULU” in location spaces. 
This is a new cancel, of a very at- 
tractive type. On July 30, U. S. S. 
Argonne used a purple cancel, no 
wording in location spaces, but back- 
stamped at Vallejo, Calif. 

On July 5, U. S. S. Neches used a 
purple cancel, with “LAST DAY—2 
CENT RATE” in location spaces; 
have not been informed whether a 
“first day’ wording was used on the 
following day. 

U. S. S. Bass, on August 2, used 
a magenta cancel with “SAN DIEGO 
—CALIFORNIA” in location spaces; 
a purple cancel was used August 14, 
with “LAST DAY—OLYMPICS” in 
location spaces. 

U. S. S. Pennsylvania used an at- 
tractive two-color printed cachet on 
August 10, together with U. S. Fleet 
Flagship cancel, with words 
“CHANGE IN—COMMAND?” in lo- 
cation spaces. U.S. S. Hale, on Au- 
gust 9, used red cancel, with “Mare 
Island, Calif.,” written in location 
spaces in red ink with pen. 

. S. S. Genessee uses Type 9 
(double circle) cancel without killer 
bars. Few of these now in use. 

U. S. S. Texas, August 15, used 
black cancel with “SAN FRANCISCO 





—CALIFORNIA” in location spaces; 
U. S. S. Medusa used grey ink, with 
“FLEET — REPAIR” in location 
spaces; U. S. S. Relief used purple 
cancel with “HOSPITAL SHIP—U. S. 
NAVY” in location spaces; U. S. S.

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NOTES ON THE STAMPS OF 
HUNGARY 





By Montgomery Mulford 





UNGARY has had a long and 

interesting history although, 

sadly, its stamps do not sug- 

gest this. The first postage 

for Hungary appeared in 
1871 when Franz Josef was emperor 
of Austria and king in Hungary. The 
emperor’s features are noted on these 
first issues. 

The 1900 issue is unique, the mythi- 
cal Turul bird of the Magyars being 
shown for the first time. 

The next portrait is that of Karl IV 
and Zita, emperor and empress of the 
Austro-Hungarian dual monarchy. 
They were the last Hapsburgs to rule 
either Austria or Hungary; the Hun- 
garian republic was proclaimed, with 
overprinted stamps, in 1919. 

This was the “first” republic, to be 
interrupted by a communist usurpa- 
tion in this same year (1919). Postage

stamps which appeared then are often 
called the “rogues gallery” although 
they have been as staunchly defended 
for their artistry as they have been 
condemned. Communists, or social- 
ists, as Karl Marx, his co-worker 
Frederick Engels, Petofi the poet, 
Martinovics, and Dozsa the medieval 
revolutionist, are those portrayed on 
the series. 

The story of Dozsa has been told 
more than once, of how he raised the 
standard of revolt, boasted about sit- 
ting on a gold, or “fiery” throne; and 
how he was finally defeated, and 
roasted alive on a red-hot iron throne, 
his body then thrown to famished fol- 
lowers! 

The Hungarian Soviet Republic was 
not of long duration. It was over- 
thrown, I believe, in November of 1919. 
Overprinted Hungarian stamps show 
this. The overprints translated mean 
“Hungarian National Government, 
Szegin, 1919”. 

Hungary certainly has been victim- 
ized. Followed invasion by other na- 
tions; France, Serbia and Rumania, in 
this same year of 1919, which, for the 
country, was certainly a full one! 

First came the French, then the Ser- 
bian, and then the Rumanian occupa- 
tions; when the last of the invaders, 
the Rumanians left, Hungarian stamps 
were overprinted to commemorate the 
evacuation and in translation, read: 
“Entry of National Army—Nov. 16, 
1919.” 

In 1920 appeared new overprints, or 
surcharges, for the _ re-established 
Hungarian republic. Its first airmail 
stamps came forth in this year also. 

In 1923 came the Petofi commemo- 
ratives; and in 1925 the novelist Jokai 
commemoratives. In 1928 came the 
St. Stephen commemoratives on the 
890th anniversary of his death. 

Admiral Horthy—an Admiral, al- 
though Hungary has no seacoast!— 
rules the land which has gone through | * 
some agitation for a Hapsburg king- 
dom. In 1930 appeared postage 
stamps commemorating the 10th an- 
niversary of the election of Nicholas 
Horthy as regent, which happened in 
March of 1920. That was just after 
the conclusion of the foreign invasions 


of the land, when Hungary was upset 
and in chaos and required a strong 
hand to keep a steady reign on the 
ship of state. 

Such in brief are the stamps of 
Hungary. I do not mention the semi- 
postals as they are not properly post- 
age stamps and of no consequence ‘in 
this article. Today Hungary is a 
much smaller nation than racially, its 
protagonists assert it really should be. 
Neighboring countries have “victim- 
ized” Hungary, although its stamps do 
not show this. The only forlorn chap- 
ter suggested by its issues is that of 
the foreign invasions, noted by over- 
prints.
